Expenses 
amounted to $30.00. This was approved on motion of Doug Hall - VE3TB and 
seconded by Hec Wilson - VE3DMZ. 


President, Harold Dow - VE3DBI, reported that Pat O'Shea - VE3FW had on hand 
back copies of QST for the years 1949 to 1959. These were being offered to the 
Club at one dollar per year. Discussion on the subject by Bert Lambert - VE3BKY, 
Frank Start - VE3AJ and Harold Dow - VE3DBI. It was moved by Hec Wilson - VE3DMZ 
that the Club buy these QSTs for a Club Library. George Lord —- VE3BYG suggested 
a library system be organized, with Steve Bush —- VE3EBS to act as librarian. J. 
C. (Jim) Bailey - VE3DGZ to donate a book rack. 


The question of members taking part in the current VE-W contest in lieu of 
another local contest was raised but no members signified their intention of 
entering. This was originally proposed by Bob Nash - VE3BHS at the June meeting. 


Discussion arose re material for meetings. President Dow suggested a short 
skit. Les Harris - VE3AYZ spoke on securing local men, as from the Bell 
Telephone Co. For a short technical paper. Doug Hall - VE3TB suggested the Club 
visit local points of interest such as breweries, the TV Station, Elevators etc. 
Dave Kimpton - VE3CFK proposed members give five minutes talks on subjects of 
their choice.

A call for assistance to Jon Ogden - VE3ECO in getting out the local
